Undergo Amendtitcnt 

.No recommendation made by Gov- 
ernor Walsh has stirred 11 ] > so much 
excitement as the one which would 
wipe out the $2000 in the law which 
levies an excise tax upon foreign 
corporations doing business in Mas- 
sachusetts . 

The law means that the Hugest 
corporations would find their exciso ■ 
tax raised from $2000 to $1S,000 and 
In some cases to $20,000. The Amer- 
ican Sugar Befitting company, ttio I 
Standard Oil company of New York, 
the I'nlted Slates Steel corporation, 
tlie General lOlcetric company and 
many others have sent their best men 
up to the state house to argue with 1 
the legislature and with the governor 
about the tax. 

They say that it will simply drive 
business from Massachusetts plants to 
the plants of other states. The mat- 
ter is being held in the committee on 
taxation which has just roc< ivod from 
the representatives of the big con- 
cerns an elaborate brief discussing 
the measure. 

The Governor’s Stand 

Governor Walsh Insists that It will 
not he possible this year to put 
through the legislature the classifica- 
tion tax. This is admittedly one of 1 
the biggest taxation questions of re- j 
cent years and involves an amend- 
ment to the constitution by striking! 
out the words which require that all 
taxes shall lie equal and propor- 
tional. 

T'lie reason why there is a demand 
for the striking out of those words 1 ■ 
that if equal taxes are laid upon tax- 
able securities about one-half the in- 
come in some cases would he taken j 
by the tax collectors from the holders 
of these securities. 

Former Governor Foss was fully j 
alive to the importance of this ques- 
tion and said that it was the most j 
important before the state, lie sent 
many messages to the legislature 
upon it. hut. none of them hore any 
fruit. Finally he abandoned it foi 
the presing railroad question, which I 
was paramount during the last two! 
years of H- administration . 

Once, |>( waver, prior to the Foss 
adm'nistraf <n . the cla c si”c"tVin fix j 
resolve weal through ore legislative, j 
This was under (he agreement that it ; 
might lie height the following year. 

It was fought and it was defeated. 

The Foss suggestion was to put 
through the tax amendment and then 
by means of the power given by it 
to the legislature frame a law taxing 
the income of intangibles, that is, 
taxable securities, at a rate around! 
5 percent. I!<* said it was better to 
tax the income at this rate than to , 
tax it at 20 or to percent , ns is the 
present result under the local tax 
rates . 

Governor Walsh, while urging that 
the cl:i c sification amendment cannot 
go through the present legislative, 
hears down hard upon the constitu- 
tional convention, and declares that 
only by this means will Massachusetts 
he able to secure any taxation re- 
form. And yet almost every thinking I 
man believes in the amendment. 
Many of the real estate men. how- 
ever, are fearful lest ren! estate But- 
ler through the passage of a 2 mill 
tax or an income tax by the legis- 
lature. 

New Custom Works Well 

Governor Walsh lias inaugurated a 
custom that is bringing very good re- 
sults. it is to hold a conference 
every evening after work is finished 
with the slate house newspaper men. 
Te talks w ith great frankness over the 
ideas which lie has been discussing 
with members of the legislature and 
with various 1 alters and gives out any 
Interview or statement that the 
"boys” may ask for. 

In this way the governor i.s pulling 
himself along very veil. He seems 
to he liked by the legislature as well 
ns by the new -paper men. 

He also tirnls that Judge Meaney. 
who was an influential member of the 
legislature, is of great assistance to 
him. Incidentally it may lie re- 
mark'd that the increase of the tnv- 
ernoi s salary from $<000 to $12,000 
ami that of hi- secretary from $2 mo 
to $(ooo i- going along smoothly 
through the general court. 

Cushing Watches Child Law 

Speaker Cushing, who was one ot 
the leaders perhaps the foremost in 
the light last year h r the child labor 
law, has attended the hearings upon 
t lie hills to repeal certain sec-ti ns 01 
1 tie bill, and is a careful listener, al- 
though lie has nothing to say. 

The speaker lias been widely criti- 
cised Hr liis activity in behalf of the 
big child labor hill, particularly I" 
the Mg mill men who live in his dis- 
trict as well as by the labor men who 
desire a repeal of that part of the h II 
whieli restricts the labor of children 
under the tse of 16 

The charge made is that the bill 
»•» backed by enthusiasts who did 
not know that they were going to 


throw out >.r e.n. . y.u. ..t b unde Is 
who will not attend ■ '.ml. 

Physical Teat 

There Is a strong movement to 
amend the child labor la .v so a; t ; 
provide a physical test In place ol th 
age limit. Nowhere is this desired 
mere than by the operators most di- 
re- tly affected. 

Hut recently there has been a sml- 
di n shift which may have much to 
do with killing t lie amendments. 
Srn : r Doyle of New Medford, who 
has taken t lie place formerly oecu- 
pie I hv Fu nnel Boss 11 s 1< ulslative 
Itn.ir. says that If he can get sup- 
pi rt enough fi r his eight-hour bill 
tor wonoti lie will abandon the fi lit 
on the child labor matter. 

There ts a dls|osition in the sen- 
ate. moreovc", not to allow any 
changes In tlie lav, hut to wait un- 
til matter-; are fully scttli I before 
making any anendments. This \ ov 
Is I cing urged by the st tie hoard of 
labor and industries, whi li ha- the 
enfoiccnu nt . f the child labor law. 

Hotel Men Fearful 
For the pint lew days the legisla- 
ture lias le (>n filled with hotel men 
win : re fearful of the eight-hour law. 
Kve. > body in the general court who 
ha- a hotel man for a friend is be- 
ing informed that the lioti is w ill (bid 
it haul work to keep open, inasmuch 
as they have to go night r.n.i day f r 
seven days n week and cannot put 
men to the joii of i c ili'dng or doing 
chamior work. The Mil, they say. 
would affect aiai.it 30, 000 women. 

School Banks and Others 
Hank Commissioner Thorndike says 
that tlie law relative to ti e c; llection 
of savings from school children is 
working well. Since Oct. 31, 1913, 
when the law went into effect for the 
opening of school savings banks, 
there have been SOS , 057 deposits and 
they amounted to $319,117.8-1. 

These deposits are being received 
from 439 schools located in sixty- 
seven cities or towns, and tlie system 
is hoing operated in 29. r >6 school- 
rooms. Of tlie 1 2 :t .481 pupils in 
these 439 schools there were 60,590 
depositors . 

The general savings hanks deposits 
in the 193 hunks under tlie supervi- 
sion of the hank commissioner l ave 
$937,353,307.85 in savings. This is 
an increase of 35,247.551.91 over b st 
year. There are in all 558 financial 
Institutions and agents under tlie su- 
pervision of tlie slate and they have 
$1 . 499 .6 is ,S7o . 26. This is an in- 
crease over last year of $72,350,- 
311.72. 

The Agitator’s Idea 

What tlie social agitator's idea ol 
reforming social conditions are is re- 
veah il in a bunch of petitions which 
have just come from the state pi Int- 
er bearing the name of Morrison I. 
Swift. They are as follows: 

House IN74 — Public ownerships ot 
all transportation. 

House I Mil - -All poverty in Massa- 
chusetts to lie treated as a disease 
under ‘‘economic welfare” physicians. 

House tost To turn tlie Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology into a 
city social centie. 

House 1863— All slums of Boston to 
he entirely removed by eitv purchase. 

House 1 -NN3 — Mighty percent of every 
private fortune to go to the state on 
the death of the owner. 

House 1659— Tlie state to publish 
a weekly scientific health paper. 

Employment Good 
Almost all of the trades in Massa- 
chusetts except the building trades 
showed fairly go< d conditions of em- 
ployment according to tlie very latesi 
figures given out by tlie bureau ot 
statistics. The figures in some in- 
stances run as Ulgh as 39 percent up 
to the first of the year. 

In boots and shoes the percentage 
is around 6 percent. This is slightly 
higher than last year at the same 
, time. It is also 6 percent in textiles, 
j which is a reduction from 13 percent 
, from lust year. Among the molders 
' the percentage runs up to 3N percent, 
as against 11 percent in September 
, and 25 percent, at the lust of Decem- 
ber, 11 ) 12 . 

Favor Nurse Schools 

Tlie state hoard of registration in 
musing now expresses tlie opinion 
that graduates only of creditable 
! training schools should he eligible to 
take the state examinations, and 
j that tlie board should have authority 
1 to inspect tlie numerous training 
schools in the commonwealth to de- 
termine t heir standing. This rec- 
ommendation has gone to the legisla- 
ture and Is lie^ng considered by tin 
committee on public health. Alre’dv 
there is much discussion over it and 
the promise of a lively fight. 

Ohance Workmen's Act 
It now looks as if tlie committee on 
Judiciary were g» tting read) to re- 
port some ot tin- minor changes 
asked for in the workingmen's com- 
pensation act. Tim changes are prae 
tically two fold and provide that 
When a man is injured lie sliyll he 
entitled to comp* nsation Ironi the 
date of ids injury rather than two 
weeks thereafter; also tliil tlie time 
for medical attendance shall be ex- 
tended . 

The committee has just finished it- 
hearings upon these and other labor 
Mils and is sitting down to draft an 
act. It these modifications are adopt 
ed tt may make a difference in the 
views of the stock companies who 
have been a-kiug for a further reduc- 
tion 111 the rates ot insurance. 

Labor Recodification 
One tin usand dollars is appropriat- 
ed by an act of this 'ear to empowe - 
the state board of labor and indust! le- 
to make a rccodification of the labor 
laws and report the same to tlie next 
genera! court. The la - 1 recodif.ca 
tiou was made in 19o9. but more 
changes ha A- been nmde since then 
than in the se'eu years prior to that 
time.

Von 
would cry out in dismay did you see 
your baggage flung pell ntell like logs 
of wood trunks, chests, traveling lmgs. 
lint boxes— nil In the same mill, and if 
here and there something goes to pieces 
no one is astonished. Never mind! 
We go fast we gain time. That Is t he 
essential thing."

TIME TO CURTAIL STUDY. 

Check Brain Work Whin the Child I. 

Growing Rapidly. 

As soon as a child begins to grow 
rapidly all intellectual exertion should 
be checked Such is the theory which 
Dr. C. Merrier, the famous English au- 
thority on children, expresses iu an 
article iu the Loudon Lancet. Espe- 
cially when there is any family tenden- 
cy to nervous or mental disorder, rap- 
idly growing children should be with- 
drawn from scitool altogether until t lie 
period of rapid growth is over. 

Merrier does not think that intellec- 
tual work high pressure Is harmful 
to either boys or girls as long as food, 
sleep and bodily exercise are sufficient, 
but lie is sure that pressure of intel- 
lectual work in those who are grow- 
ing rapidly should never he permit- 
ted. and If growth be proceeding very 
rapidly all intellectual work should he 
put aside. 

Dr. Merrier insists that it Is scarce- 
ly possible to give growing children 
too much to oat. and it should always 
lie home in mind that the carbohy- 
drates — starch, sugar and fat — are 
mainly fuel that is burned up in pro- 
ducing muscular movement and that 
the proteins are the main elements in 
the formation of tissue. Consequently 
it Is a mistake to restrict the meat ra- 
tion of children. 

Nietzsche Hated the Germans. 

“Nietzsche’s personal charm of man- 
ner." said Dr. Brandos, the Danish 
critic in a recent lecture, "was in 
strong contrast to the violence with 
which he attacked established institu- 
tions in Ids writings. His pet aver- 
sion was the Hermans, and in his later 
books the word Teutonic stood for him 
for all that was evil. To dine with 
Hermans, he said, gave him indiges- 
tion! 

"This antipathy to his countrymen 
is closely paralleled in Byron’s an 
tipathy to Englishmen. Stendahl's to 
the French and Heine's to the Her- 
mans. It arose in Neitzsche's case 
from a disgust of humanity— a disgust 
which was best expressed by what the 
Greeks called misanthropy."— London 
Ulobe. 

She Makes Violins.

TOOK THREE GIFTS 


A Request That Surprised the 
Sultan Abdul Hamid. 

TALE OF A BADLY USED TURK. 

A Truthful Account of an Experience 
at the Court of the "Illuminator of 
the Universe’’ That Reads Like a 
Story From tlie Arabian Nights. 

Many fantastic stories are related of 
Abdul Humid, tlie ex-sultan of Tur- 
key, and Itis court. The following, 
however, eume to me from a reliable 
source, writes a contributor to Cham- 
bers' .lourmil, ami once when I told 
the story in company one of my listen- 
ers told tne Hint he personally knew it 
to be true. It is worthy of a place 
among Scheherazade's famous tales. 

Not far from tin* sultan's palace lived 
a certain Ahmed Ituslidi EITendi. one 
of the hundreds of clerks employed at 
the sublime porte.

Tlte world lias never seen an nge In 
Which there was more excuse lor ques- 
tioning the validity of contemporary 
Judgment. It would be the height of 
folly to expect posterity to authenti- 
cate the vaporttigs of an appreciation 
which in shifting its stress from the 
universal to tlte personnel tins changed 
from criticism into colloquy, front clin- 
ic into cnuseric. Indeed, It is nothing 
loss titan a truism that the experience 
of the artist in all ages, according to 
the verdict of history, is identical with 
itself. 

In the words of Sidney Lnnlcr. “• • • 
the artist shall put forth humbly and 
lovingly the very best aud highest that 
is within him. utterly regardless of 
contemporary criticism. Wlmt possible 
claim can contemporary criticism set 
up to respect— that criticism which 
stoned Stephen, hooted Paul for a mad- 
man. bound Columbus in chums, drove 
Dante into exile, made Shakespeare 
write the sonnet ‘When In Disgrace 
With Fortune and Men's Eyes.’ gave 
Milton L.~> for ‘1’nnulise Lost.' kept 
Samuel Johnson cooling his heels on 
Lord Chesterfield's doorstep, reviled 
Shelley as an unclean dog. killed Keats, 
cracked jokes on Gluck. S>'lm..ert. Bee- 
thoven, Berlioz, and Wagner and com- 
mitted so many other impious follies 
and stupidities that a thousand letters 
like tills could not suffice even to cata- 
logue them?" 

Tlte verdict of the "intellect tiels" Inis 
always been a veritable stumbling 
block in the path of genius. 

“It is from men of established liter- 
ary reputation." asserts Bernard Sliaw. 
•‘that we learn that William Blake was 
mad. that Shelley was spoiled by liv- 
ing in a low set. that Robert Owen 
was a man who did not know the 
that Buskin is incapable of 
comprehending political economy, that 
Zola is it mere blackguard and Ibsen 
is Zola with a wooden leg. The great 
musician accepted by his unskilled lis- 
tener is vililied by his fellow musi- 
cian.

It is not enough to say with t lit* hril 
Hunt author of "Contcmporains" that 
contemporary criticism i* mere conver- 
sation: It is often little more titan mere 
j gossip. One is often inclined to ques- 
tion with Lowell whether the powers

"1 have worked for a farmer for six 
weeks on a stretch and taken the road 
with $.TI iu my pocket.

I curried that lull 
xxilh me I'M' four months aud then al 
last gave a tin peddler $2 premium In 
change it. lie felt sure that I had 
stolen it. hut decided to lake chances. 

"Three years ago Iu Conueeilcui a 
farmer’s Imrn was rob lied <>f lift y 
bushels of oats oic night.

You 
will never know, old friend, how near 
and dear home is, tili yon have put the 
width of a eminent, at least, behind yon, 
or how lovely a printed page can he, til* 
you take the precious paper from Uncle 
Sam’s hands, three thousand tulles away. 
And I know yon would he pleased at the 
attention given you so far from home, 
could you know how eagerly each page is 
hastily looked over, and then hack to tin- 
beginning for a thorough study of the 
whole of the news of Weymouth, from 
the, four points of the compass read slowly, 
that it may all he duly impressed ; some of 
the items reread to make sure nothing 
had been overlooked. Then the adver- 
tisements, and with a growing wonder, 
who all these strangers can be, whose 
names appear under that head. For in 
these last few years, many such have 
crowded out the names once so familiar 
and the places ou your pages are to know 
them no more. Even you, yourself, have 
changed your dress, and like othtr fash- 
ions, it took us some time to get used to 
It. 

While the latest from your vicinity tells 
of plenty of snow and ice, and even a 
small earthquake, perhaps you would like 
to hear how some of your readers are 
faring.

Mr. George A. Hunt, Dead. 

Mr. George A. Hunt, one of the best 
known citizens of this place, dtopped 
dead of heart disease at his home, 78 
Front street, Wednesday afternoon, at 4 
o'clock. Mr Hunt had been conversing 
with a friend hut a few minutes before 
and seemed to be in his usual health. 
Deceased was born in this town, March 5, 
1848, and w as a son of the late EldridgeG. 
and Susan fVInton) Hunt. He was for 
40 years a dealer In horses and was known 
all over New England. Mr. Hunt, after 
graduating front the Wnymouth schools, 
for a number of years held a responsible 
position with the Old Flax Mills Corpor- 
ation in East Braintree, resigning this 
position on account of poor health Later 
he started in the business of n dealer in 
horses, at first In the Nlm’s stable, Mason 
street, Boston. He was for a quarter of 
a century proprietor of a livery stable in 
Washington square this town. Ills genial 
disposition won for him a host of friends. 
He was born and always lived in tbe house 
in which he died. He Is survived by three 
brothers, William F , Eldrldge G. anil 
Edward M. V. Hunt. 

The funeral will take place from the 
Episcopal Church, Weymouth, Sunday 
afternoon, at one o'clock, and the Inter- 
ment will be in the family lot al Ml. 
Auburn cemetery.

With the largest crowd for many years 
Intifttendance, the annual tow n meeting of 
Weymouth was held In the Town Hall, 
East Weymouth, last Monday, and busi- 
ness was completed on 63 of the articles 
in the record breaking warrant. 

I'he weather conditions were nearly 
perfect for all, aud when Tow n Clerk 
Join A. Raymond, who has served as 
eh “k of the Weymouth town meetings 
fo 82 consecutive years, culled the gath- 
erl tg to order at 9 15 o’clock, every seat 
on the floor and in the balcony was taken 
an^ several hundred were«standlng In the 
aisles and at the rear of the Jtall.

attlience, Mr. Raymond began reading the 
warrant of 115 articles. After reading 
thecall, Melville Cate moved that the 
resiling of the articles in detail he dls- 
peiBed with.

Ills motion to offer reward for informa- 
tion on the removal was voted down, and 
the report was accepted.

Regarding Their Purchase — Cat Bill 
Certain to Become Law Some Time 
—New Immigration Bill Not Popu- 
lar In Massachusetts 

Massachusetts already lias in full 
effect the projaisals of Governor Glynn 
of New York for the relief of tho un- 
employed. The governor ol New j 
York proposed the formation of bn- 1 
roans to bring the employers In touch 
with those seeking work. 

Hut under the system of free state 
employment offices here there is an all 
the year round effort to bring employer.; 
and the unemployed together. The 
recent report of the director of statis- 
tics. who is In charge of the empb y- 
menf offices, shows that the sy-te.n 
Is working well in Massachusetts, al- 
though no system apparently can cure I 
the evil or non -employment, 1 

Henry Sterling, the labor repre- | 
sentattve at the state house, says 
that at any time there are 60,000 men 
out of work in this state. Hut he is ! 
not showing much enthusiasm over | 
the suggestion made that state fac- j 
tories he established. Indeed, it is, 
pretty hard to see how this can he 
done. 

Hut the homestead commission is ; 
trying to work out something along 
, the line of state fanning that may do ! 
good . 

Rigid state supervision of all em- 
ployment offices is one of the indirect 
methods which is being considered by 
the committee on legal affairs. 

Lighting Plants 

The suggestion from (Tovernor 
Walsh that cities and towns he .al- 
lowed more liberal laws under which 
to buy lighting plants came at a time 
when the subject had been allowed 
to sink out of sight. There are about 
a score of municipally owned plants; 
now in Massachusetts. These plants 
were acquired under the present law 
which requires action by two succes- 
sive city or town governments. Tt> 
laws proposed would leave the matter 
to one town or city government.

several years before Ills fattier made 
tlie famous declaration at tlie the 
ntrical fund dinner held in tlie assem- 
bly rooms of Edinburgh that lie was 
the author of the Waverley novels. I 
put the following questions to my 
friend: 'Do you not really and truly 
believe your father to be the author 
of the Waverley novels, or who do 
you suppose the author to lie?' 

“Ilis answer was: 'I have really no 
idea who the author is. If my father 
is the author lie keeps tlie secret to 
himself, for none of tin* family knows. 
And then he added. 'The moment a 
new novel (by the author of “Wav- 
erley"i is announced my father orders 
a copy from Ills bookseller, and tin* 
whole family assembles in the parlor 
in the evening to hear tlie novel read 
by myself and uiy sisters, each taking 
a turn 

"He further added. 'When anything 
very droll or funny occurs in the read- 
ing of the novel my fattier joins most 
heartily in the laugh, perhaps more so 
than any of the family.’”

XIV. and XV. of Franco dueling was 
so prevalent that at one time it In-gan 
to appear that all tin* bravest men in 
France win Id be killed.

"I am the bearer of a challenge to 
you from Count Gaston Vattdelais. you 
having during tin* evening brushed 
against him in the dance." 

Mutliewson knew very well that the 
charge was bu: a pretext for tin* dial 
ieiige and concerned himself only about 
tlie Intt.M'. Moreover, lie knew that he 
must either accept it or leave Paris, 
followed by the contempt of all who 
lull] favored him by their good will. 
He suspected that tin* true reason for 
being called out was that lie laid paid 
marked attention to Mile, de Boyer. 
He replied by referring the officer to 
a friend, then went to liis apartments 
Tlie friend joined him soon after, and 
upon consultation it was determined 
to put off (lie meeting so long as pos- 
sible in order that the American might 
prepare himself by practice, for lie had 
no skill whatever with any weapon 
The best, however, that could be done 
was to defer tlie encounter for ten 
days. Then Mutliewson began b> prne 
tiee shooting with a pistol. 

Tlie next evening after the hall wli". 
Count Vatidelais was dining at tit" cafe 
where lie was used to taking liis ihniier 
u lady handsomely dressed, lull ■.■.ear 
ingu veil that she did not raise, catered 
the place and took a seat non; him

rested the attention of every one pres 
enl. Presently she spoke in an indig 
nnfft tone to Vnudelnls, accusing hint 
of staring at Iter, threw a card on liis 
table hearing the name of Albert dti 
Plessis and left tlie cafe. 

Vaudelais. astonished, picked up the 
card, supposing it to bear the name of 
the lady's husband. Since its being 
given him was tantamount to a chal- 
lenge. lie waited for a friend of tin* 
gentleman to appear. Presently a man 
entered and said t lint he represented 
Du Plessis and made arrangements for 
111 ,* duel to take place tlie next morning 
ut sunrise. 

Vaudelais now had two duels on liis 
hands on successive mornings. This 
did not trouble him. for not a year 
passed that in* fought fewer than half a 
dozen. But In* did not like lighting tlie 
husband of a woman on a charge 
that he lint! stared at her. and he was 
not satisfied as to the status of tlie wo 
mini herself, since sin* had been in a 
public cafe unattended. He belonged 
to the court circle and to light any 
oil,* except a gentleman would detract 
from bis social standing. He endeuv 
ored to discover who was M. du I’les 
his. but found no one who had ever 
heard of him. However, thinking to 
suffer less by fighting a man of Un- 
people than by declining to tight, in* 
concluded, so long as tin* affair would 
not Interfere with his meeting with 
Mutliewson, to let it proceed.

with an abject apology.

Horses thst hsve heavy coats of hair 
should he clipped now Jnst before the new 
* hair starts. 

There Is no loss of any account In burn- 
ing the dead grass on meadows; the ashes 
left are of more Immediate use than the 
j dry grass would he. 

Horse owners of the country lose tens 
of thousands of dollars annually through 
failure to recognize the danger In not giv- 
iug work horses opportunity for exercise 
when not at work and while a nearly full 
feed Is kept up. 

Look out for a collar that rubs a lap of 
flesh at every stride of the horse. It Is 
liable to wear a gall on his neck, and 
much sooner sometimes than suspected. 

The good feeder will watch the manger, 
the eye, the coat and the foldings of his 
animals and soon experience a faclnatlon 
In Ills work. 

Cleanliness Is not a matter of higher 
Ideals alone but of careful business fore- 
thought, nevertheless dairymen should 
have high Ideals and strive for greater 
perfection. 

No farm should be without fruit. A 
farmer who has a taste for fruitgrowing, 
ami land suitable for it, should have Ills 
orchards of such fruits as his local mar- 
ket calls for and of such varieties as suc- 
ceed best iu Ills locality. 

Apple and cherry trees should he 
planted thirty feci apart; plum, pear and 
peach trees twenty to twenty-live feet 1 
apart. The trees need to stand in straight 
rows to permit the free use of a horse ; 
cultivator in the vegetable ami berry 
patches. One of the most common mis- 
takes iu farming is to plant trees loo near 
i together. 

To grow calves well they should have 
just what they will clean up readily at 
each feed. Plenty of green grass is good 
for than), hut Iu very cold weather a flue 
quality of clover hay will produce excel- 
| lent results. 

The calf may be lefr .with the cow for 
three or four days, or until the milk is lit 
for use. The calf should llieu he taken 
away and placed iu a separate stable, if it is 
possible, as the cow will give less trouble 
If she caunotsee her calf. 

Ducks always sleep on the floor or on 
the ground, therefore all such places 
should be as clean and dry as possible. 
Keep the floors covered with clean litter 
or straw, and change It every day, or as 
necessary. 

Considerable quantities of apples are 
often left to decay in orchards. These 
should all be gathered and either made 
use of or destroyed by being burled very 
deeply or by being burned. A great many 
of them contain worms of the coddling 
moth, the insect which makes wormy 
apples The soouer these apples are re- 
moved after falling the better, because 
tile worms crawl out and bide iu the pupa 
foim until spring. 

There are a very large number of in- 
sects that lay eggs or hide in crevices of 
the bark For this reason It is a good 
plan to scrape the t-arth bark off tile trees 
during the fall or the winter and burn it 
In order to do this work best, sheets 
should be spread beneath the trees so as 
to catch all the debris that falls. An ex- 
cellent tool for doing this work is a file 
flat on one side, hut curved on the other, 
the edge of the tile beiug used as a scraper 
Another good tool is an old hoe without a 
handle. 

Cotton-seed meal should never he fed to 
calves under twelve months of age. It 
always proves detrimental to develope- 
ment of the young calf. This beiug true, 

\ It is better to fsed such feeds as oats, 
bran, aud corn, which are kuowu to he 
satisfactory. To secure good size the an- 
I imal should continue to grow steadily uu- 
lil mature. If allowed to slop growiug, 
through neglect in feeding or other causes 
they become more or less stunted. 

Some clean, dry straw should be placed 
iu every bouse for bedding, as it is essen- 
tial that the sow have a w arm, dry bed 
when she farrows. Many youug pigsaie 
lost each year from cold and exposure at 
farrow lug time ou every farm where no 
shelter Is provided. The youug pigs 
must be kept warm, dry and have plenty 
of suushlue until several weeks old in or- 
der to do well. Few sows that get plenty 
of exercise and are uol too fat will ueed 
help iu farrowing, but it Is well to be 
preseul to give help if necessary aud to 
keep auy pigs from beiug crushed.

Analyzing a Raindrop. 

Hnln water ns It leaves the clouds is 
pure. As it passes through tlie atmos- 
phere It absorbs more or less carbonic 
acid gas and air. which it carries with 
it Into the ground. As It seeps through ' , 
the upper soli it will generally absorb 
still more carbonic acid gas from the 1 
decaying animal and vegetable matter 
almost always present. Should the 
water fall on insoluble rocks, such as 
granite or marble, it will remain fairly 
pure. But if It passes through a layer 
of limestone the carbonic acid gas 
which it carries will cause it to dis 
solve away this rock, and as n result 
bicarbonate of lime will be present In 
tlm water. Should it pass through a 
layer of sulphate of lime or gypsum. I 
tlie water will contain a largo amount 
of this material. 

It is generally known that the hi- | 
carbonates of llmo and magnesia when 
present in the water form a compara- 
tively soft scale: the chlorides and 
nitrates are apt to cause corrosion, 
and the salts of soda and potash pres- 
ent, while not scale forming, are apt 
to cause foaming when sufficiently con- 
cent rated.— Power.

The word disinfectant has become n 
household term, and almost every one 
knows that it means something that 
destroys germs, though comparatively 
few know what our best and cheapest 
disinfectants are.

Fresh air dilutes germs as water ill 
lutes filth, and the lustiest germ will 
quickly curl up its toes nnd die If ex- j 
posed to tin' sunlight. But fresh air 
and sunlight are abundant and cheap. I 
so of course we usually prefer to use 
some disinfectant that smells had and 
can lie bought at the drug store. 

Open windows and rolled up shades 
would save many lives, lint what d" 
we have windows and shades for if 
not to keep them down? Besides, if 
we left them up it would let In the i 
files and fade the carpets, so we pam- 
per tin* germs and employ the doctor.— 
Rural New Yorker.

Not Expected to Go Through Legis- 
lature — Indication* of $10,000,000 
State Tax This Year— Bar and Bot- 1 
tie Law Likely to Stand— Savings 
Bank Bill Is Very Shaky 

"Car Coolidge, president of the 
senate, la fulfilling all of the good 
things hlB friends said about him 
when he wns elected to preside. 

His touch ns a leader or legislative 
business Is unfaltering. He has the 
confidence or his colleagues In the 
senate, and Is qualifying as a Repub- 
lican lender who will sometime be- 
come a formidable candidate for high- 
er honors. 

Coolldge Is a liberal. He has few 
of the pretensions which mark a so- 
called Progressive, and yet he Is per- 
fectly clear and eouiuI upon the big 
Issues that are now coming up for 
discussion. 

The president does not vote upon 
questions unless there is a tie vote. 
This far he has not had the re- 
sponsibility of breaking a tie, but 
but when the time conies, as It will 
presently, he will be found acting 
with decision. 

The Boxing Bill 

lioxlng legislation In the form of a 
bill to provide for a boxing commis- 
sion has been giving the committee on 
legal affairs no end of trouble. The 
bill Is not impulnr with a majority of 
the committee. It probably will not 
go through the legislature. Why it 
has been held so long In committee 
has occasioned no little surprise, 
when it could probably have been 
killed long ago. 

The bill Is along the lines or the 
Frawley act, which was signed by 
Governor I>ix . There the hill was 
helped by turning over to the state 
grange all of the surplus derived from 
the giving of boxing exhibitions. Here 
the proposal is to turn it over to the 
state for the reduction ot the state 
tax. 

Ten Million Tax 

The state tax this year is again be- 
ginning to frighten Chairman Ward 
of the senate committee and Chair- 
man White of the house committee on 
ways and means. Last year It 
reached the sum of eight millions. 
This year the appropriations already 
amount to about eight millions, al- 
though there Is, of course, an offset 
I due to the Income of departments and 
! Institutions. gtill the appropriations 
are about two millions more than they 
were last year. There are about 
' twenty millions asked for In appro- 
priations and Improvements by the 
slate institutions and there Is a re- 
port from the commission on economy 
and efficiency and a recommendation 
from the governor to change the sys- 
i tern or boards In charge of the instl- 
tutlons. Most of this twenty mil- 
lions wlfl he held up until that ques- 
tion is settled. 

Probably the appropriations will go 
through more or less cut, but (he Im- 
provements will have to he badly cut, 
if the talks In the ways and means 
committee are an indication of any- 
thing. 

i On the whole it looks rather more 
like a ten million tax this year than 
an eight million tax and ways and 
means cannot find material strong 
enough to make a dam to keep the 
spring Mood of appropriations hack. 

Bar and Bottle Bill 
The proposed repeal of the bar and 
bottle hill is in the middle of the leg- 
islature, as it has been ever since the 
bar and bottle act was passed in 
1910. 

This year, as In prior years, there 
Is a referendum which would enable 
cities and towns to vote upon the ac- 
ceptance of the act. Hut it does not 
seem that this will save It. 

The anti-liquor forces are making 
a stronger flghl than ever before and 
In addition the liquor men are not alt 
united upon it. Much of the trade 
has adjusted itself to the requirement - 
of the law that bottle places and bar 
places must he kept apart. At big 
cost some bottle places have ob- 
tained saloon licenses and saloon pro- 
prietors have secured bottle licenses. 
These men are not anxious to see the 
law changed hack where it was be- 
fore. 

There is one city in the state where 
the bar and bottle law has always 
been in practical eff«“ct This is the 
city of Worcester, where, upon the 
advice of City Solicitor Vaughn, the 
two licens, s were always grautet 
It parately . 

The Preference BUI 
And now comes the Spanish War 
Veteians' preference hill all ready to 
put a lot of legislators through the 
hoops. Discussion of the hill ha- 
fceen going on steadily for many 
weeks. Now the committee on public 
service is ready to send it along to 
the legislature. The civil St rvlce 
people have gone at It with all their 
power . 

1 he hill gives vet. rans of the S| an- 
ish war a preference on their civil 
service examinations of 5 percent. 
G< veinor Foss vetoed the bill upon 
the same grounds that it Is now be- 
. lug opposed. Hut the veterlns ate 


more determined t .is year than they 
ever have been before. 

They say that they are sure of get- 
ting the signat ;re of Governor Wnlsa 
on the bill. Hut there Is a tidy little 
tight In the offing and three are pre- 
clo..s lew rf the ho.i-e and senate, 
members who will have a chance to 
duck It. 

Carr, Official Lecturer 

It seems that the official lecturer of 
the house Is Representative Edward 
Carr of Hopklnton, whose activity 
nn the floor is regarded by his col- 
leagues as little short of remarkable. 
Carr Is serving his first term In the 
house, but he has engaged In more I 
debates than any other member of it. 
The other day, when somebody sit- 
ting near Carr when he arose to 
speak remonstrated, the Hopklnton 
man turned severely and said: 

"1 am going to tell the house exact- | 
!y what I think of every mnttor that 
conies up hero, provided I have any | 
opinion at all about it and haven’t 
lost my voice.” 

lie happened to he on the winning 
side this time and afterwards pointed 
to it In Justification of his position. 
Hut It makes sessions awful long 
sometimes. 

Getting Wobbly 

The savings hank bill hacked hy 
Billy Hellamy of Taunton, chairman 
of the savings bank committee, is get- 
ting a little wobbly. The bill pro- 
vides for monthly days of Interest in- 
stead of days of Interest every three 
months. 

V hen the hill first came up in the 
senate one of the Boston men hit It 
pretty hard, hut the bill went sailing 
through and It looked as If it might 
go to the governor until some of the 
savings bank treasurers had a meet- 
ing and decided to oppose the act. 
Bellamy Is arguing his bill with very’ 
good ability, but monthly Interest as 
provided hy the bill looks a little 
drastic to the hank men, who say they 
ought to be given the three months' 
leeway to turn their money over. 

Burdick Hits Barrows 

Burdick of Adams Is qualifying as 
a ready speaker. The other day he 
made a rash promise to Morrill of 
Haverhill to support the latter’s reso- 
lution favoring the government own- 
ership of coal mines, and when it 
came time to fulfill the promise Bur- 
dick found that his knowledge of 
government ownership of mines was 
not exactly that of an expert. But ho 
made good. For nearly twenty min- , 
utos he talked to the house, until the j 
hour of adjournment carried the mat- 
ter over to the following day. Then I 
the resolutions were carried and the I 
coal barons of Pennsylvania art' 
shaking with fear as they read the 
deliberations of the Massachusetts 
house. 

It was largely the work of Burdick 
and he has awaited the thanks of a 
watchful constituency. 

Those Lady Cops 

Yes, the house believed in the la<^ i 
cop hill. 

But there are men in the legislature : 
who told the representatives of the 
Mil that they didn’t think that police- j 
women were the people to cure all so- 
cial Ills. 

Miss Marion Nichols has been act- 
ing us counsel and agent for the 
measure and has done more than any- j 
body else to push the bill along in the 
legislature. Really, the bill Is a seri- 
ous measure. Around the parks ot 
every city in the state at nightfall 
there are young girls who seem to be 
responsive to no kind of care. The j 
women police officers will, if appoint- 
ed, have the task of patrolling the j 
parks and taking these young girls 
in charge. There will brobably be I 
none of the hairpulling that character- 1 
lzed the work of policewomen in the 
city of Chicago. 

What Wells Did 

Senator Henry Wells of Haverhill, 
whether intentionally or not, gave the ' 
resolutions against the passage of the j 
Burnett immigration bill at Washing- j 
ton a hard crack. 

The resolutions were strung along ! 
in the senate for several weeks, until 
Wells discovered that it was inartis- 
tlcally drawn, inasmuch as it opposed 
all of the Burnett bill, whereas the 
objectors ot the Burnett hill had only ! 
the literacy test in mind. So one) 
day he got the consent of those inter- 
ested and tacked on an amendment 
which limited the scope of the resolu- 
tions to the literacy test. 

This was all right except that the 
resolutions had to go back to the 
house, where they are meeting with 
great opposition in their present form. 
In fact it looks now as though a 
simple matter had got the house and 
senate cm the road to a deadlock, and 1 
that Washington will not he given 
the benefit < t 1 nowing what the Mas- 
sachusetts legi-lature thinks about the 
Burnett hill before It comes time for 
congress to take final action upon the 
bill. 

The Primary Bill 

’The new primary law, which has 
been successful in tiie house, has a 
stormy pathway before it in the sen- 
tte . Phil MeMorrow of Iloxbury took 
the bill into the house. It ia a com- 
promise of various bills which were 
submitted early in »he year to the 
committee on election laws. 

If the lijll should go through, the 
voter who goes to the state primaries 
next tall would have handed him three 
ballots tastened together. Each ballot 
would bear the names of the candi- 
dates of a party, and the voter would 
be required to make his preference 
among the candidates on one (allot. 
The other two Talk is would he hand- 
ed r Die election clerk and dl.-;mseJ 
of by him. 

The hill in this form is intended to 
do away with the necessity of making 
the voter declare bis party choice.

Cold weather has prepared the soli for 
* bounteous crop next summer. 

Hold on n hit ; don't begin to plow too 
soon. He sure tlint the soil is not too 
wet. To plow wet ground Is n hole In 
the pocket. 

Grspe vines am lie pruned nt any lime 
of the year after ‘lie leaves have fallen in 
tlie fall and before the buds have opened 
In tlie spring. 

When ordering harness for the spring 
work, have the collars made to order. 
Take the horses to the harness maker and 
get him to make collars that will tit. 
There Is nothing more annoying than sore 
shoulders In the midst of harvest. 

Tlie cheapest way of getting started in 
tin business of breeding tine poultry Is to 
buy eggs and hatch them. Ten or a dozen 
chicks are often produced from a sitting 
of eggs, which may be purchased for less 
than the cost of a single first-class fowl. 

In buying a power sprayer, one of the 
most Important points to observe is per- 
fect agitation of tlie spray solution hi the 
tank, so that tlie last gallon of spray Is 
just as strong and no stronger than the 
first put on. One secret of thoroughness 
is to have a uniform solution and then to 
cover each tree until it drips. It is not so 
much how ninny times one sprays as how 
well he sprays that counts. 

| Rubbing dry after heavy exercise or 
hard work, which causes the animal to 
! perspire freely, is a luxury that f<-\\ farm 
horses ever enjoy. As a rule owners <>o 
! not understand the benefits derived from 
j such practice, and those who know or 
I admit that it is beneficial are prone to 
1 think that they have not the time, or can- 
; not afford to take the time, to attend to it . 
The good results from such work are 
many uud various. 

We occasionally meet with persons 
who think that trees, in order to hear 
properly, should lie pruned every spring. 
Similar persons think they cannot start 
the year aright without a dose of spring 
physic of some kiud. The trees may 
need pruning, but at this season or at any 
other, one rule should be observed. No 
branches, large or small, should ever lie 
cut away without a reason for it. One 
should be aide to say to himself, why will 
it be better for the tree to remove a cer- 
tain branch than to let it remain? 

The chinch bag, which In sixty years 
lias probably caused loss considerably in 
excess of $350,000,000 to American farm- 
ers, is more ifiectively destroyed during 
the winter months than later, when it lias 
left iis winter quarters, according to the 
Department of Agriculture. The burn- 
ing of dry grass, leaves and rubbish along 
the margin of woods and fields is tin best 
method of destroying the pest at this sea- 
son of the year. 

One tiling always to he remembered iu 
deep plowing uud gradual deepening of 
the soil is that of working down organic 
! matter as deep as tlie plowing is done and 
of mixing manure or other matter with 
! the sterile soil brought to the surface. 
Simply ploughing up sterile soil to the 
surface may ruin some fields for profit- 
able crops for several years.

The 
report shows that in the last decade t lie 
State tax lias increased 220 percent, the 
appropriations made by the Legislature of 
last year 14!). 62 percent while for the 
decade mentioned the revenue of the State 
bas lucreased but a trifle more lliau 07 
percent. 

8o much for the State, and next, the 
commissioners siiow us that in the same 
decade county and municipal levies have
